NOBLE PEACE PRIZE AWARDED 
TO DR. NANSEN OF NORWAY 


Arctic Explorer Reccives Honor for 
Relief Work in Russia and 
Asia Minor.

CHRISTIANNIA, Norway, Dec. 9. 
—Dr. Fridtjof Nanseftt tomorrow will 
receive the Nobel peace prize for 
his work as League of Nations com- 
missioner in relieving the starving 
populations of Russia and Asia 
Minor and for his endeavors to pro- 
mote the brotherhood of nations. 

Dr. Nansen, who perhaps is bet- 
ter known for his aretic explora- 
tions, became interested in relief 
problems shortly after the close of 
the European war, and since that 
time has devoted his efforts to this 
work.

According to the “Weekly Dis- 
patch,” Poincare haw indicated that 
“France is determined, in default of 
an allied agreement to take action 
herself against Germany to enforce 
payment, and “may have to advance 
to the occupation of the Ruhr Val- 
ley.”” 

Persons who were present at to- 
day’s discussions, however, say that 
Poincare did not make any such re- 
mark, although similar intimations 
may have been let drop outside.

~NEW CODE TUESDAY 


Opponents’ Attack Centered on 
Income Tax Law and Sub- 
mission in Entirety. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 9$.—lIllinols vot- 


ers will decide Tuesday whether the 


present State Constitution, adopted 
52 years ago, is to be supplanted 
by the draft prepared by the recent | 
Constitution Convention, which | 
worked from January, 1920, until | 
this fall on the subject. | 

Drafting of the proposed Consti- | 
tution was attended by bitter con- | 
troversies, principally over the ques- 
tion of home rule for Chicago and | 
legislative representative of Chi- | 
cago and Cook County. 

Opponents of the draft have cen- | 
tered their attack on the income tax | 
law provisions and on the fact that 


it is submitted in its entirety. They | 


point out that the Ohio Constitution | 

Convention in 1912 submitted a draft | 

which could be voted on by sections. | 
No Claim of Perfection. 

The convention, in an addYess to 
the people of the State, did not claim 
perfection for its product, but as- | 
serted it was the best compromise | 
possible between the various ele-.| 
ments represented. | 

Besides providing for a State in-| 
come tax, and admitting Chicago to 
home rule if the city wishes to adopt | 
a new charter, the draft provides, | 
among other changes:

The face of 
Peter is much lite that we should expect from what 
we know of him and his manner of life. Of Paul we 
had likenesses in early art, as one from the catacomb 
of Domatilla. fourth century. and others from medals 
and communion geiasses of the third century. The 
Pauline fieure here is superb, the features are strong

HERE is a painter in New York who 
specializes in portraits of beautiful wom- 
en. He is a Hungarian, but for the past 
19 years has been at work in the East- 
ern states, turning out pictures of lovely 
American women. Many of his patrons 
occupy high places socially; in fact he 
has been rather a fashion. 

The United States has more women of pleasing ap- 
pearance than any other nation, he says. Some, of 
course, are comelier than others. But this artist frank- 
ly sets out to make his pastels pretty, whether or no, 
and at the same tithe to produce good likenesses. 

_ Artur Halmi, on the eve of his departure for a vaca- 

tion in Paris and Munich, divulged his philosophy of 
art. Incidentally. he voiced his yearnings for some 
work in oil, and for men as sitters, rather than the 
eternal round of alluring femininity. He said: 

“It’s easy enough to make a beautiful woman out of 
a plain one-when you do her portrait—-but ah'—to 
preserve a likeness, and still make a pretty woman 
prettier than she already is! 

“When a woman comes to me for a portrait, I try to 
discover and bring out into strong relief the universal- 
iy beautiful qualities in her fare and figure. That is 
the task of the painter who works for his patron rather 
than for himself. The lady does not pay her money 
for a ‘Halmi,’ but for herself. ‘This is you—the best 
of you—not Halmi,’ I say. A camera can picture her 
as she really is; the artist must idealize. 

‘I would rather be a realist: I would rather paint 
a duck or a cow than a pretty face, to tell the truth, 
but portraiture demands more than realism.

“You have on deposit today, Mr. Page,”. said the 
teller, “*$1,786,214.17.” 

“Thank you,” responded the depositor. 

Of that balance, $950,060 represented the bond and 
was not checkabie at the time.

fession on the rack. in which she admitted the de 
struction of about 66° persons, mostiv tbe husbands 
of ciscontented wives. made no mention of more subtie 
chemicais Hieronvmea Snpara. who plied her infamous 
vocation in the reicn of a iater Pontiff. Alexander Vi! 
Was similar!y prosecuted and fafled to reveal an} 
deeper secret of the poisoners art. 
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church. They have a farm of several thousands of 
acres, where Virtually everything consumed in the 
home is raised. There is, close by, a modern hospital, 
thoroughly equipped, owned by the home. Over the 
threshold of the original dormitory of the home i« 
the motto, “Think Right,” placed there by Charles 
Page, who believes that if a child is taught to think 
right it will live right. ’ 

When Page wanted to have the Sand Springs Home 
incorporated, so that it would be self-perpetuating, he 
was told by lawyers that it could not done. He board- 
ed a train for Oklahoma City, the State capital, that 
same morning. The Legislature was in session. Page 
went to the House of Representatives, had his bill for 
special incorporation introduced, and the House passed 
it before adjourning for the noon luncheon. Early in 
the afternoon the Senate took up the bill and passed it. 
The Governor signed it a few minutes later. and Charles 
Page returned to Tulsa that night with the charter in 
his pocket. 

The charter provides that all the Charles Page hold- 
ings are to be held in trust by him for the Sand Springs 
Home, as genera! manacer. until he shall reach the ave 
of 45. Then the home is to be managed by a stipulated 
board, self-perpetuating. Mr. Page’s management sti!! 
has some years to run. The millionaire philanthropist 
reserved only his own home in Sand Springs and a 
sufficient maintenance for h'‘s family. All the rest 
of his property belongs to the Sand Springs Home. and 
under the terms of this special charter the home will 
go on forever. 

Now perhaps you understand why Charles Page iz 
the poores! rich man, or the richest poor man. in the 
world. Incidentally, be maintains also, at Sand Springs, 
a “colony ’ where he supplies rent-free cottages to wid- 
ows with dependent children, gives them bread and 
certain other provisions from the home farm, and 
finds them employment Thes has he fulfilled the 
promise he made his mother to do what he could for 
widows and orphans 

Throughout hia long fight to prove that Tommy At- 
kins was a lige negro baby once uvon atime. Mr. Page 
has souknt to hoid and increase these oil millions for 
the benefit of the children now in the Sand Springs 
Home and of those who will come after them in the 
lone vears ahead. He is a man of simple tastes. Thy 
only thing his friends have against him is that he per- 
sists in smokiag three-for-ten stogies instead of a good 
cipur or a Bipe.

The most powerful of the arsenic poisons and now 
the commonest, whie metallic arsenic, arsenic trioxid 
or ratabane, to use tts various names, must be ta*en 
internally in considerable quantities. compared to 
come other drugs. before the fatal result can 
achieved. ig is beyond possibility for this drug 
be used im a ring whose maximum content wouid 
a few drops. Such a quantity of white arsenic as 
could be placed even in the largest ring. in the form 
of a solution, would probable not kill if swallowed 
and if applied tc a cut or abrasion would have only a 
local effect. Hence, if the stories of deadly po'sonings 
through jewelry, through the inhalation of a vapor. 
through slicht externa! contacts and the like are to 
be credited, the investigatog must suppose that the 
Renaissance knew other drugs than those commoniy 
used by its murderers. None of the vegetable poisons 
seems to offer itself as a poseibility here and we are 
ferced back upon animal substances and the minerals 

Neither prussic thydro-cyanic’! nor cyanic acid was 
rnown until three centuries after the Borgian period, 
and it is only these substances. in their rarest and 
most concentrated forms, that stand out among mod- 
ern chemicals as possibilities On th's line of reason- 
ing then. the stories of these ring poisonings are fic- 
titiows or the rine assassins knew of z2niniai poisons 
or other cembinations of noxious substances whose 
powers have heen forgotten.

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Fire Prevention in the How 


HE protection of the home against 

fire is a matter of vital interest to 

every householder in the winter 

season when the necessity for fur- 
nace or stove heat must of necessity in- 
troduce an element of hazard. unless 
great care is used in handling the heat- 
ing apparatus. 

The following address on the precau- 
tions necessary to prevent fire in the 
home was broadcast by Harold M. Hess, 
secretary of the American Centrai Insur- 
ance Co.. from Post-Dispatch radio sta- 
tion K S D, the night of Nov. 2%. 

It excited much favorable comment from 
radio users and because of its genera! in- 
terest it is here published in full. 


HE home is the one place 
where we have supplied the 
least possibie protection 
against fire and taken the 
fewest steps to prevent fire.
